judge at what a diſadvantage his Majeſty hath gone to war with his 
Enemies, having Proviſions ſo much cheaper than we, they can fat] tor 
leſs fieight and w2ges, and fo have great advanrage of us 1n pount cf 
Trade, and may under-ſel us in all Marketsz and to prevent as much 
as poſſible can be this miſchief, The Engliſh now when they ail long 
Voyages,only rake a months or ſix weeks Proviſion here,becauſe in[re- 
lani, Spain or other parts they can rouch in and be ſupplyed with [r:fh 
Provicons at far cheaper rates than in England. A | 

The lriſh took no money our of Ergland for che Cartle imported, bur 
took of our ManufaQtures and Goods of our growth in return thereof, 


which kept our Poor at work whereby they carned Money, the which . 


they ſpent upon the Proviſions and ManufaCturics of the Kingdom, 
which was a help to Conſumptiom and kept up the price, 

But now their Cattle are ſent beyond Seas, and ſrom thence they 
ſetch the goods they wanr, which formerly chey had from us, ſo thac 
the Traders in Lancaſhire and Cheſhire and other pans, where breeding 
Land lyes, loſe more for want of the Conſumprion of che manufaCtu- 
ries of thoſe Parts, which formerly they had, when they were ſent into 
Ireland, than the adyantage the Breeders of Cattle do ger by the price 
of Lean Carle. y 
This Prohibition hath made Ireland leflen their breed of great Cattle 
and increaſe their flacks of Sheep, ſo that they have prodigious quanti- 
ties of Wooll, which together with their Hyes and Tallow proves miſ- 
chievons to England three wayes. | 

x. By tending vaſt quantities of Wooll beyond Seas unmanufatured, by 
manufacturing whereof Forreigners grow rich, whilſt our Poor in 
England Rarve for want of the work they had tor Foricign Con- 
ſuinptions when Irelaxd did not.ſend their Wooll hither. 

. By vaſt Quantities of WoolFand Hydes ſent into Epgland,-where we 
have more than we can conſume our ſelves or will ſupply the 
Trade they have left us,or which we had before they cranſported thoſe 
Woolls,ſo that what they now ſend to us,brings down the price of our 
own, we having more than we can uſe, 
The like mil. hiefsarrend cheir Imporcation of their Hydes 2nd Tal- 
low; for they ſcadivg ſuch vaſt Quautities beyond Sea, aud felling {o 


ale of their Commodity z which high return alſo enforceth thoſe Noblem 


much cheaper than we, who will buy of us? and we having more ir 
England thai: we can ipend among our ſelves, conſequently it mul} tol- 
low, thac what-cver is imported from Ireland, mult. by glutting the 

marker, bring, dozvn the price of our own Commodi:y. | 

3. They prejudice England by ſeicing up the Woollen Manufatturies inIreland 
where having Wooll,Hydes, and Tallow, cheaper than we; and all-ſorts of "hg 
viſions at a far leſs.rate, neceſſarily they muſt have workmen for half the price; if 
then the Commodity to be wrought and the workingf thar Commolity,be chea- 
per there than here,what,ſhall hinder buc that they may not only make of Woollen 
and Leathern Manufactures for their own, but for to ſupply Forreign Markets 
alſo, and then what will become of the ſta ole Trade and Commodities 0f E y9l.xd. 
ic will of neceſlity be undermined, and the many hund cd choufands'cf his Aa. 
Jeſties Subje&s, whoſe livelyhoods depend upon the Manutfatturics 'of the ſaid 
Coimmodties will be reduced to beggary,and their families Inevitably fall upon the 
Parithes wierein they dwell for maintenance, and England want the Confamp- 
tion of thoſe yaſt quantities of Proviſions and Manutattut es they ſpent when they 

had employ, which muſt bring down che price ofithem and conſequently of Land 
. This Prohibition hath puc Ireland cur of a : of trading with us in Ex - 
lard, though chey defite the ſame, becauſe they cannor pay us for whar oy 

buy, unleſs chey ſend over money in Specie, which being of fate much practiſed 
tends to ruine thac Kingdom, or recura it by Bills of exchange, which coſts 15 or 
16 lib. p:t Cent, and chac is donble.the advantace the Trader ge's here by che 
a nm enand - 
Gentry who live in England, and whoſe eltaces lye in [rcland, to retrench a 6h 
part of their expences, which is a further hinderarge co the Conſumption of the 


Proviſions and Commodities of the Growth and ManufzEturing of this Kingdom, 


This Prohibition hath undone many Eminent Tradefmen in London,as Drapers, 
Mercets, Milleners, Haberdaſhers, &c. For befides the Raple Commogries fenc 
thither when tathions.were our here, they wentioto Ireland in return for their 
Cactle, and were a3 good as new, for wa:1t of which utterance b y reaſon of che 
often changing of Faſhions here, many able Tradeſmen have been undore. 

Bur laſtly, this Prolubition is likely to prove ſaral to England in its Fiſhery, for 
Ireland thereby is puc upon In:duſtiy,and ſome parc of ic laying nearer ro France, 
Spaine, and [talythan Ergland duth,they having Salt from France, and Cakein 
{reland cheaper than we tave in England, and mens Proviſions ard wages being 
cheaper there than hetre, they have ſer up che Fithery Tr:de there, frorh whence 
they need bur one wind to carry them co the Forreiga Marker,and lying ſo nidfiy 
leagues nezrer the Market, and cacching their Fiſh fix weeks before we take any ith 
Enyl=nd, whathinders vue char they may be at Market with them ſooncr and 
cheaper than we canafiord to de, which 19 time w.ll defiroy the Fiſhery of this 
Kin2dume. : 

By reaſon of che loſs of our Manufatures, our Peovle no: beiwo able to live 
here, are Removed and Removing rhither,as Combers, YVeavers and other Ariiſts, 
which will in the conſequence, if not remedied, prove a great ad vantage to them, 
and a greater diſadvamiage to Exg/and than che bring-ng over cheir Cattle, 

Thee being for Cuſtoune, Freights and Charges at the leaſt 20 5, ſurcharge on 
Iriſh Cactle per head to bring them to our Markets : if chat be not thought ſfti.i= 
enc to continue the Commerce between both Nations, 'us humbly ſubini:ted to the 
Wiſdom of the Parliament co letcle it, fo as may be leaft prejudicial co England.
